DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 45-48, 52, 56-57 and 59-60 allowed over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 45-48, 52, 56-57 and 59-60, none of the prior art teaches an x- 
ray technique based non-intrusive inspection apparatus having a CT gantry that rotates 
relative to a plenum and the plenum and the gantry jointly defining a confined volume, 
wherein a fan flowing air through an air recirculation path from the confined volume into 
an air passage, from the air passage through a radiator, from the radiator into a housing 
which is located over the CT gantry, from the housing to an air conditioning unit and 
back to the confined volume as claimed in independent claim 45. 

Claims 46-48, 52, 56-57 and 59-60 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
